WASHINGTON, July 30 — Au­ 
thoritative diplomatic sources in 
W ashington today expressed the 
belief that an eight-point program 
will form the basis of Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower’s

With General Eisenhower auth­ 
orized to handle any peace of­ 
fers from the new royalist govern­ 
ment of Italy, the possibility was 
seen th at Marshal Pietro Badoglio 
may soon approach the American 
commander for further inform a­ 
tion concerning the exact nature 
of the surrender term s. 
If Marshal Badoglio asks how 
Italy is expected to carry out those 
term s, the W ashington diplomatic 
belief is that Gen. Eisenhower will 
outline the following conditions: 
I. Immediate cessation of ail re­ 
sistance to the Allied forces by 
Italian m ilitary and naval forces.

sent and supervision of the Allied 
high command. 
6. Accept an Allied m ilitary gov­ 
ernm ent of Italy pending the con­ 
clusion of m ilitary operations in 
the Italian theatre of war. 
7. Facilitate the apprehension of 
Benito Mussolini and other Fascist 
war criminals whose names appear 
on the United Nations atrocity 
"black list," for trial before Allied 
m ilitary courts.

Faltering War Effort 
Of Germany Blamed 
For 
Duces 
Downfall 


STOCKHOLM, July 30—Reports persisted today that Germany's 
faltering war effort was directly responsible for the downfall of Mus­ 
solini. 
Contributing factors to the demise of Fascism were said to include 
the decline in Germ any’s arm s production, labor and aircraft shortages 
and failure of the U-boat war. 
The initial account th at responsibility for the Fascist collapse lay 
with Germany said th at Mussolini was thrown out of office only a 
short time after the Italian m ilitary attache fh Berlin informed his 
government of conditions and said 
Germany 
could not fight 
more 
than six months more. 
"If this report is genuine, if it 
really 
influenced the change 
in 
Italy’s 
regime,” said one 
paper, 
‘‘then the change is even more de­ 
pressing for 
Germany. It 
would 
mean that the Fascist dictatorship 
collapsed because it had lost faith 
in Germany’s prospects for vic­ 
tory.” 
Italian consuls in Germany were 
said to have received orders to 
take steps to enable Italian work­ 
ers to return to their homeland by 
August I. 
The German press generally con­ 
tinued to assert th at ‘‘Italy will 
fight,” the 
correspondent of 
the 
Dagens 
Nyheter said, while 
the 
Krakauer Zeitung was quoted as 
saying that "we m ust not cherish I 
any illusions about Italy.” 
An attem pt was made by a 
spokesman for the W ilhelmstrasse 
to laud Mussolini in his hour of 
decline. 
*'Mussolini was the first Euro- I 
pean statesm an to revise the V e r-1 
Bailies treaty,” he said. "He will 1 
play an im portant role in future 
history books.”

Although there was nothing of­ 
ficial on possible attem pts of Bad­ 
oglio to meet the Allied demands 
of unconditional surrender, reports 
reached London that Luigi Card­ 
inal Maglione, Papal secretary of 
state, had received several dip­ 
lomatic representatives for consul­ 
tation. Pope Pius XII, it was said, 
is fully informed twice daily in 
transpiring events. 
The angry mood of mobs in 
Milan was illustrated in a report 
that one group decapitated a stat­ 
ue of Mussolini and pelted it with 
rubbish.

Nutritional Deficiency 
O ne Cause of Gingivitis 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. P. 
GINGIVITIS is sn inflamma- 
tion of the gums and soft tissue* 
surrounding the teeth. To any 
one who has gore gum*, they seem 
to le entirely due to local trouble.

\e t in nothing ss it so true that a 
local disease may be due either to 
causes that are strictly local or 
due to some general body disturb­ 
ance. The gingival tissue is a 
most sensitive indicator of the 
general condition of the body, 
It is a fairly true statem ent that 
inflammation, 
redness, soreness 
and sponginess of the gums may 
he a forerunner of pyorrhea. But 
it is not IOO per cent true, and 
many teeth have been sacrificed to 
the idea that this form of preven­ 
tion is the best cure, when a ger- 
f rr&l survey of body conditions 
would lead to indications tor treat­ 
ment w hich would stop the proc­ 
ess and hold off the pyorrhea in 
definitely, 


Lo* a1 Cause* 


Of local causes the most fre­ 
quent is the deposit of tartar and 
calcium in the mouth, and the cul­ 
prit here is all too often tobacco. 
Of course, the real cause of deposit 
of calcium is in the saliva and the 
precipitation is due to bacteria 
and food particle* in the mouth. 
The treatm ent is, no m atter how 
sore the gums are or how much 
they bleed, to toughen them up 
w ith the stim ulator or a hard bris­ 
tle tooth brush, getting well into 
the intel dental spaces and the 
gum margin. 
Of the general causes of gingi­ 
vitis, a disturbance of general 
health, such as untreated diabetes, 
is a possibility. Allergy may cause 
herpetic eruptions of the gums, 
and soreness. So may many en­ 
docrine disturbances, and the use 
of pituitary hormones, estrogens 
and so forth bas helped many a 
case. 
General nutritional deficiency is 
a potent cause, and careful atten­ 
tion to good eating habit* a p ri­ 
mary necessity. I agree with Dr. 
Yeretsky, of Grand Rapids, Mich­ 
igan, th at instead of saying just 
•‘E at more vitam ins/’ the sufferer 
threatened with gingivitis should 
have a definite dietary program.

I can quote State Undersecretary Sumner Welles, in my day our 
last authority on Latin America—then first ambassadorially aecre- 
t&ry. He knows a lot more about it than Vice President Wallace 
allace's Latin gram mar is unquestionable. But—who is the bern 
authority? lekea, though, doesn’t depend on grammar. 
Latin America, it la true, ii very sensitive to grammatical quality 
My own clumsiness at it has handicapped me gravely. Nevertheless, 
by exerting myself almost supernaturally, I lived some of this preju­ 
dice down. I occasionally was referred to as “amiable”—meaning 
friendly.

MOSE8 and Aaron, brother* and 
ions of Levi, were chosen by the 
Lord to lead their people out of 
Egypt into Canaan, the land 
"flowing with milk and honey," 
which had been promised them. 
These two went to Pharaoh and 
begged that they be allowed to 
lead the Israelites into the desert 
for three day* that they might 
worship their Lord and offer aac- 
riflcea to Him. Pharaoh * answer 
wa*: "Who is the Lord that I 
should obey His voice to let Israel 
go?” He not only would not let 
them go, but declared he would 
see thst the straw that had here­ 
tofore been given them to make 
bricks was taken away, end they 
w'ere made to get their own straw', ■ 
More than that, if they did not 
make the same number of bricks 
ss before they were to be brutally 
beaten. They were idle, he insisted. 
The leaders of the Israelites 
went to Motes and Aaron and told 
them about the straw' and beat­ 
ings, and insisted their interfere , 
ence might mean death to their 
people. 
Mom* Pleads for His People 
Moses went to tile Lord and , 
pleaded for hi* people, and the 
Lord told him, "Now shalt thou 
se* what I will do to Pharaoh: 
for with a atrong hand shall he 
let them go, and with a strong 
hand shall he drive them out of 
hi* land.” 
When Moses, thus encouraged, 
appeared again before Pharaoh, 
with Aaron, to prove that he in­ 
deed spoke with authority. Aaron 
threw hi* rod on the ground and 
It became a serpent. However, 
Pharaoh's magicians did likewise, 
so the miracle did not so much 
impress Pharaoh, even though 
Aaron s serpent sw allowed the 
others. He still would not let. the 
people go. 
The third time the two leaders 
went to Pharaoh and threatened 
to turn the waters of the Nile 
into blood if he did not let them 
go. He refused, and so it came 
about that the water everywhere 
was changed to blood and there 
w'ss non* to drink. The fish in the 
river died. and the river smelled 
terrible. Pharaoh * magician* also 
did this, and so he still refused. 
After seven days the water re­ 
turned to its natural slate. 
The next plague with which the 
Lord afflicted the Egyptian* was 
frogs. They were sent to swarm 
over and into everything. 
The 


magicians performed this miracle, 
too, but Pharaoh called for Mosea 
and Aaron and asked that they 
plead with the Lord to remove th* 
frogs and he would let the Israel­ 
ites go. When the Lorc|, at Mosel* 
request, removed the frog*, Phar­ 
aoh's heart again hardened. 
The plague of lice created out 
of the dust at the smiting of 
Aaron's rod, was next. The ma­ 
gicians could not duplicate this 
one. and frightened, said. "This 
is the finger of God." But Phar­ 
aoh's heart was hardened and he 
paid no attention to them. 
The Plague of Flies 
© 
The Lord then told Moses to get 
up very early in the morning and 
stand before Pharaoh as he went 
to the water, and tell him if he did 
not let the Hebrews go He would 
bring a plague of flies, which He 
did when Pharaoh refused. There 
were no flies in Goshen, however, 
where the Jews had their homes. 
This time Pharaoh said he would 
let them sacrifice to their Lord 
right there in Egypt, but Moses 
and Aaron said if they did the 
people w'ould be stoned by the 
Egyptians, so refused to do so. 
Then 
followed 
the 
murrain 
which killed cattle, horses and 
camels, and boils which afflicted 
men. Pharaoh’s heart was still 
hardened, although he knew the 
Israelites were spared t h e s e 
plagues. The plague of hail came 
next, hail and fire which "ran 
along the ground’’ and killed man, 
beast, and growing things. Still 
Pharaoh would not yield, and the 
next plague was a swarm of 
locusts, which devoured every liv­ 
ing thing the hail had left. Phar­ 
aoh was shaken and confessed thst 
he sinned, but as soon as the 
plague was withdrawn he again 
refused. 
A thick darkness then fell on 
the land for three days except in 
the houses of the Jews Pharaoh 
told them they could go to sacri­ 
fice but could not take their cat­ 
tle with them, and Moses refused 
this. Pharaoh told Moses he never 
I wanted to see him again, and 
Mo s e a answered. "Thou hast 
* spoken well, I will see thy face 
I no more." 
The last and worst of all the 
plagues was the death of the first­ 
born of every Egyptian, from the 
Pharaoh's son to the child of the 
' least of the peasants. The Jews 
j were commanded to kill a lamb 
I In every house, take its blood and 
sprinkle the pests and lintels of 
their homes, so the angel of death 
would pass them over. This de­ 
liverance is memorialized every 
year to this very day. 
Calling Moses and Aaron by 
night, Phsrsoh ordered them all 
to go forth, and with them all 
their possession*. So commerced 
the great pilgrimage of the Israel­ 
ites to their promised land. cg
